reach. It is to tax the output of"to- 
bacco factories on a sliding scale ia 
such a way that the big manufac- 
turers will pay more and more as 
their output increases. 
It is said the 
attorney general has talked his plan, 
over with President Wilson and the 
cabinet and shortly will submit it to 
Chairman Simmons of the 
finance 


committee. 
While such a plan of taxation could 


not be called a tariff for revenue only 
measure, Mr. McReynold's contends 
that it is an emergency measure de- 
vised to meet the pleas of independ- 
ent tobacco manufacturers that the 
dissolution of the so-called trust has 
not relieved them of a situation which 
they say, threatens to place them la 
as much danger as they were from the 
"trust" before it was dissolved. 


Mr. ?4c Reynolds never has agreed 


with the dissolution of the so-called 
monopoly and is said to feel that 
many of the evils charged against it 
still are continuing under other forms. 


In addition to correcting1 alleged in- 


equalities by such a method of inter- 
national revenue taxation the attorney 
general is still considering the 
ad- 


visability of beginning an investiga- 
tion to determine whether the decree 
dissolving the tobacco trust is being 
violated 


Most of the attornejs of the depart- 


ment of justice agree that the go\em- 
inent could not re-open the dissolu- 
tion case and future moves must be 
supplementary. 


It is pointed out that the United 


States court in entering the decree of 
dissolution declined to grant former 
Attorney General Wickersham's re- 
quest that the government be permit- 
ted to re-open the decree at any time 
within the next live years in case it 
developed that the plan of dissolution, 
hud not accomplished the purpose of 
the Sherman law.

The Roosevelt-Xewett case dif- 


fered from the ordinary libel case 
in this: Col. Roosevelt cared noth- 
ing for the money end of the 
game, his purpose being soley per- 
sonal vindication. 
The majority 


of libel suits are money making 
schemes, although commonly the 
plaintiff 
merely incurs 
lawyers 


fees for both parties. 


A just libel law gives the pub- 


lisher ample chance for retraction. 
011 account of the hurry under 
which newspaper work is done. 
Searching investigation is not al- 
ways possible where the public in- 
cessantly demands the very latest 
information. 
. The ordinary newspaper libel is 
not a thing of cold blood and 
malice aforethought. Rather it is 
the slip of a hurried man, whose 
mind is too full of detail to note 
that he has left a loose end. The 
law should give him the same 
privilege of making amends for 
honest error that Col. Roosevelt 
could well afford to give Editor 
Newett. 


It may be objected that news- 


papers will be reckless about mak- 
ing false statements, provided they 
ean be relieved from the heavier 
penalties by confessing their mis- 
take. That is not at all the case, 
because it is a humiliating thing 
for a newspaper man to admit an 
error. 


The one thing the editor prides 


himself on is truth. It is no slight 
thing for him to print prominently 
an admission that even by accident, 
he printed an untruth. lie feels 
that it hurts him and hurts his 
paper. 
If it has the same promi- 


nence that was given the original 
publication, it usually vindicates 
fully the victim of the publication, 
and it fully pcnalixcs the libcler. 


The policy of eampaing mud- 


slinging has come to be deprecated 
by the newspapers of the greatest 
influence today and the publishers 
of such journals are glad to record 
Colonel Roosevelt's vindication.

Watching the Progressives, conferring

So far the Democratic tariff has hail 


a tendency to bring the two wings of 
the Republicans together, but it will 
take more than the tariff: to heal the 
differences.
